Possibly of largest interest is a 
suit against the commission and the 
Attorney-General by the Copper 
Queen Consolidated Mining Compa- 
ny, to determine the application of 
an Arizona statute denying a cor- 
poration the right to transfer to a 
Federal court any suit brought 
against it in a State court. The 
company has failed to honor this 
law and is attacking, rather than 
waiting for attack. It is believed 
by some lawyers that the law 
was intended especially to cover 
cases for life insurance or lability 
insurance and that it cannot affect 
foreign corporations such as the 
Copper Queen that were doing busi- 
ness at the time the law was 

Now in sesion, called by Judge 
Sanford, is the first grand jury in 
this country since Statehood. Just 
why the jury was called has not be- 
come known publicly, but is assumed 
to have some connection with boot- 
legging.

HOW IT WILL AFFECT WAGES 
OF MEN. 


— — 


A Question as to How Far Reach- 
ing the Law may be as Respect- 
Classes of Employees to be In- 
cluded in its.- Provisions—The 
Lau Apparently Unconstitutional, 


[Wall Street Journal:] Several 
important phases of the now famous 
eight-hour law for railroad service 
are still rather befogged in the pub- 
lic mind. 

One of these is as to how fer- 
reaching it is as respects classes of 
employees affected. At the start of 
the concerted movement which re- 
sulted in this momentous piece of 
legislation we indicated that the 
telegraphers were interested as well 
as the employees who actually trav- 
el on trains.- The language of the 
new statute includes telegraphers, 
according to contentions of the la- 
bor leaders. It is pointed out that 
in the sixteen hour, or hours, of 
service act passed some years ago 
by Congress, care was taken, after 
the general description of employ- 
ees affected, especially to exempt 
telegraphers, as it was intended to, 
from operation of certain of the 
act's provisions. There is no es- 


pecial reference to telegraphers in| 


the eight-hour law. 

In this new statute, however, the 
general description of employees af- 
fected is those “actually engaged in 
any capacity in the operation of 
trains,” which description the rail- 
road lawyers will doubtless argue 
is somewhat narrower in its scope 
than is the description in the six- 
teen-hour law, which was “persons 
actually engaged in or connected 
with the movement of any train.“ 

Another point is just how the 
roads will be hit as regards over- 
time pay on a basis of wages high- 


er in proportion to work done than 


the present basis. It is perhaps eas- 
lest to illustrate with the case of 
a locomotive engineer. 

Men engaged in running trains are 
now paid on a basis made up jointly 
of miles run, actual or construc- 
tive, the number of hours used in 
running those miles, and overtime. 
A run of 100 miles or less, provided 
it is completed within ten hours of 
the time an engineer reported for 
duty, constitutes a days work;” 
if a run is less than 100 miles, pay- 
ment for the full 190 miles is made 
as a minimum. In other words, no 
Payment is made, no matter how 
Short the run, for less than 100 
miles, and if that 100 miles is not 
made within ten hours, overtime 
— is, same rat

Assume, for example, that an en- 
gineer’s rate of pay is at present 
$4 per day. te, $4 per 100 miles 
or less, provided it is made within 
ten hours (the actual rate is much 
higher, but this figure may be taken 
for simplicity in figuring,) and that 
he hauls a train from Bostoh to 
Springfield, Suppose, on account of 
setting off freight cars at some sta- 
tions and picking up others or for 
any other cause, it takes twelve 
hours to make the trip, then he 
would receive $4 and two hours’ 
overtime pay at the rate of forty 
cents per hour, or a total of $4.80. 

Under the new law this engineer 
would receive $4 for the same run, 
provided it is made withing eight 
hours instead of within ten, but will 
receive overtime after eight hours 
instead of after ten. A general im- 
pression seems to prevail that while 
the new law gives the employees 
the eight-hour day they asked for, 
it does not give them any increase 
in rate of pay for overtime. Prac- 
tically speaking, however, thig im- 
pression is wrong. Thus, if a Bos- 
ton-Springfield engineer took twelve 
hours to make the trip, he would, 
under the new law, receive, instead 
of the forty cents an hour extra 
for two hours, as above assumed, 
pro rata extra compensation 
amounting to fifty cents per hour for 
four hours, making his days pay 
$6 instead of $4.80. This is due to 
the fact that the pro rata pay for 
overtime would be on an eight-hour, 
rather than on the present ten-hour, 


basis. 

A chief hope for ultimate defeat 
of the new statute is that it may be 
proved unconstitutional. Had Con- 
gress decided that railroading was 
such an employment that it was in- 
jurious to the health of employees 
or the safety of the public for men 
to work more than eight hours a 
day, legislation to that effect would 
have been possible as a regulation 
of interstate commerce, 

It is believed that it would be a 
big stretch of legal interpretation 


to claim that the language of the 


eight-hour law—that eight hours 


Shall be deemed a days work for 


the purpose of reckoning compensa- 
tion, allowing for pro rata pay for 
hours in excess of eight—comes 
within such legitimate regulation. 
It is clearly a regulation not of 
hours of employment but of com- 
pensation. It is hard to see how 
authority for such a law can be held 
of the Constitution, and the govern- 
of the Constiution, and the govern- 
ment has of course no powers except 
those expressly granted or which 
can be implied from the constitu- 
tional grant.

Leaving only the dainty impress 
of a woman’s shoe as a tlew to their 
identity, vandals of taste bizarre and 
motives mysterious sometime Satur- 
day night raided the Hampton 
Square Cucumber Gardens, No. 6420 
Harold Way, Hollywood, and caused 
damage and loss estimated by the 
owner, Louis Derocher, at $15,000.

The close of the 
war will witness one of the most gigantic 
commercial struggles ever carried on, with 
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the trade of Latin America, the Orient, the 
South Sea islands and the Balkan states as 
the prize. If the United States is to hold 
her own in this conflict she must mobilize 
her resources, commercial and financial, 
and she must begin NOW. 


COMMERCIAL WAR. 

Religion and commerce are supposed to 
be forces for peace, yet one or the other 
of them has caused most of the wars of the 
world. Spain and the Netherlands fought 
for thirty years about religion, and there 
was a prolonged struggle between Spain 
and England for the right to trade on the 
Spanish main. France and England fought 
in India for the right to build factories on 
the Coromandel coast, and fought in Amer- 


fea for the right to establish trading sta- 


tions on the Great Lakes. Nations have 
fought each other to force the people to 
believe some religious faith in which they 
did not wish to believe, or to exclude each 
other from the right to trade freely with 
someone else. Military warfare is the off- 
spring of commercial warfare, and commer- 
cial warfare begets military warfare. The 
law of competition calls upon business to 
crush rival business and human passion 
turns a religion of love into a religion of 
hate. Ten great Christian nations and one 
Mohammedan and one Buddhist nation have 
for twenty-six months been making a sham- 
bles of fair fields and thriving towns, and 
burning and wasting property, and incur- 
ring debts that the close of the twentieth 
century will not see paid, and all for— 
what? Can anybody give an intelligible 
account of precisely what the war is about? 


TRAGEDY. 

Belgium itself is not today so distress- 
ingly in need of relief as the great suffer- 
ing land of P We can hardly appre- 
ciate the horrors of that devastated coun- 
try even after reading the words written 
by an American traveler from Warsaw to 
Pinsk. “Along the highway,” he said, 1 
noticed the civilian garments and cradles 
of over 400,000 human beings who, their 
villages burnt by the retreating army, had 
been compelled to seek refuge further in- 
land. They had dropped from starvation 
and exhaustion by the roadside and, as 
there had been no time to bury them, the 
birds and beasts of prey had picked the 
bones.” 

In Austrian Poland one million and a 
half noncombatants have perished from 
starvation. Up to date over 200 villages 
have been totally destroyed by the con- 
tending armies. Taking Poland as a whole, 
official estimates place the death list there 
of innocent human beings at fourteen mil- 
lion souls. 

But the most terrible statement of all 
comes from W. O. Gorski, secretary for the 
Polish relief fund in New York. “All chil- 
dren under 7 years of age have ceased to 
exist, having died-from hunger or disease.” 


The calls on the charity of the American 


people are many and urgent. Poland is 
a long way off. For us it is hard to realize 
that at this present time, in the heart of 
a civilized, Christian continent, there ex- 
ists a country where all the children under 
7 years of age have, through international 
ambitions, been offered up as sacrifices to 
the Moloch of war. Yet Burope execrates 
the memory of the Hebrew ruler, Herod, 
and shrinks with abhorrence from the mas- 
sacre of the first born. 


EBAUCHING THE SUPREME COURT, 
During the next four years four of the 
nine Justices of the United States Supreme 
Court, including the Chief Justice, will at- 
tain the ages of 72, 76, 78 and 80. Three 
of these four have already reached the age 
of volu tary retirement and the fourth will 
goon reach ft. President Wilson, if re 
elected, will have the opportunity and 
the power to name a majority of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, for 
Justice Brandeis by Gompers— 
will, with the four new Justices, constitute 
such majority. 
The course of President Wilson in accept- 


ing the dictation of Gompers in exempting 


labor union from the penalties prescribed 
for violation of the anti-trust laws, and his 
action in forcing the Adamson law through 
Congress, show clearly that in his mad 
ambition to succeed himself in the Prest- 
dency he has severed all ties that bound 
him to conservative and just administration 


of government and committed * te | 


class legislation and class action in favor 
of militant labor-unionism. 

Of course, after election he may flop, for 
he is given to flopping; but if he does not 
change what he is pleased to call his mind 
he will, if re-elected, revolutionize the Su- 
preme Court by appointing four judges who 
will co-operate with Brandeis in reversing 
the rulings of a hundred years. For a cen- 
tury or more the people of the United 
States, when their liberties and their 
rights were assailed by revolutionary leg- 
islators and complaisant executives, have 
looked to the Supreme Court as a bulwark 
that would protect them from ruthless at- 
tack upon the principles of our written 
Constitution. 

It ought not to be forgotten that Mr. 
Wilson has boldly—not to say brasenly— 
given it as his opinion that “judges of ne- 
cessity belong to their own generation,” 
that “the atmosphere of opinion cannot be 
shut out of courtrooms,” that they should

We want to be delivered for peace 
and prosperity, not from them.

And yet we read that the conven- 
tion of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation, . with 4000 delegates at 
Kansas City, is chiefly concerned 
with “the problems of prosperity.”

Coming here from a frugal 
Europe one is staggered at the 
shocking waste, the appalling disre- 
garu of small economies, the aniaz- 
ing standard of living among all 
classes of people. 

Pampered, temperamental darlings 

that we are, we decline to believe in 
that rainy day, but fave a sublime 
faith in the continued prosperity of 
the morrow. We not only believe in 
our place in the sun, but in the sun’s 
perpetual intention to shine upon us. 
We are criminally wasteful. 1 
have lived in five countries besides 
this, but never anywhere witnessed 
the natural, general wastefulness 
that is prevalent and usual here. 
In all departments of living the er 
travagance staggers the stranger. 
Our garbage cans are a revelation. 
The tables of our poor would be the 
tables of the well-to-do anywhere 
else and the daily tables of our well- 
to-do would be triumphant banquets 
of riotous celebration elsewhere. 
We regard as a daily right the 
things which the people of other 
countries consider as exclusive lux- 
urfes for very special occasions. 
And the slightest restraint upon our 
expenditure sees us miserable mar- 
2 the personiflcatlon of discon- 
Nothing can cause more dissatis- 
faction and acute ill-temper in an 
American home than the inability of 
the children to dress in the latest 
styles, to have all the modern toys, 
to go to all the amusements. Where- 
as the European child is taken once 
a year to some ilong-anticipated 
amusement, our children expect to 
go every week. Whereas the Euro 
pean child has thick bread and a 
scrap of butter, and bread and jam 
without butter, as a luxurious finale 
to a meal, our children heap butter 
and jam on thin bread and wallow in 
pies and ice cream as a daily diet. 
Whereas other children wear thick 
boots and iron-thread stockings, our 
children demand fashionable shoes 
and silk hose. Whereas English and 
German and French children walk 
miles to school, ours pay car fare for 
a few blocks if they are not driven 
thither in the family automobile. 
Whereas whole families live on clev- 
erly-contzived, cheap, nourishing 
stews and soups and bread puddings, 
our children eat expensive steaks 
and chops, with candy on the side 
all day. The bread the American 
housewives throw away would main- 
tain another nation. 

And whereas the women of other 
countries, scorned for their dowdl- 
ness, forsooth, consider a new dress 
an event which must last several 
seasons and be made over with af- 
fectionate contrivance year after 

. year, our women feel martyrs per- 
sonified if they are a week behind 
the fashions. Whereas shoes would 
be soled and heeled as long as the 
upper would hang together, we 
throw them away at the first sight 
of unshapeliness. Many of us boast 
that we never darn stockings, but 
prefer to throw them away! The 
junkman takes away hats that 
would have been cleaned and re- 
paired for two more seasons any- 
where else.

MAMMOTH COMPANY'S OON- 
STRUOTION IN FULL SWING. 


REDDING, Oct. 7.—Construction 
of the electrolytic zinc plant of the 
Mammoth Copper Company is in 


full swing, and within a few months 
the company will start reduction of 
its zinc-bearing ores. While noth- 
ing of an official character has been 
given out, it is understood that the 
Plant will devote considerable at- 
tention to custom ores. The process 
has been conclusively demonstrated 
by the Bully Hill Copper Company, 
which has been operating a commer- 
cial unit at Winthrop for several 
months, after conducting experi- 
ments for eight years. 

Operation of this plant is expected 
to revolutionize mining in the Shasta 
copper field, particularly in the East 
Side, where vast deposits of high- 
grade zinc-copper ore have been 
developed. Much of this ore ranges 
fro 10 to 25 per cent. zinc, and 
$2 to $3 in gold and silvcr to the 
ton, with the copper content also 
of commercial importance, Hither- 
to ore has been shipped at heavy 
cost to eastern smelters, or reserved 
for future production. 

The new Mammoth plant will cost 
$350,000 to $400,000, and its capac- 
ity will probably be augmented as 
soon as conditions warrant. Already 
the owners of numerous properties 
in the field are preparing for vigor- 
ous operations. This includes the 
Bully Hill, Michigaa, Bel- 
mont, Arps, and many other good 
mines. Much Southern California | 
capital is interested. 

The Potosi gold mine, six miles 
west of Redding, has been reopened 
by a company said to consist largely 
of Los Angeles and eastern people.

This 
has given buyers confidence in their 
ability to market merchandise, in

OF BRIGHT HUE. 


Large Reduction in Business 
Mortality this Year, 
Nine Months’ Figures Mirror 
Advancing Prosperity. 
Record of Pacific States is 
_ Good Throughout.

Prosperous conditions in trade and 
industry are reflected in statistics of 
failures, which show a marked re- 
duction from the high mortality of 
1915. Strictly commercial insolven- 
cies, as distinguished from banking 
suspensions and personal embarrass- | 
ments, numdered 18,250 in the | 
United States during the nine 
months just ended and involved 
$154,586,707 of defaulted indebted- 
ness, against 17,288 reverses last 
year, when the liabilities peported 
to R. G. Dun & Co. were $241,464,- 
060. As the number of firms in 
business is steadily increasing, it is 
not surprising that there were more 
defaults than in all other years prior 
to 1915; yet the liabilities were the 
smallest for the period since 1912 
and were also less than in 1908. 
Moreover, the record for the third 
quarter shows a numerical decrease 
of 1632 and a contraction of about

MKITTRICK. Oct. 8.— Important n 


urchases of land on the North Me- 

ittrick front, where oll operations 
recently have attracted general at- 
tention, have been made by Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, the Los Angeles 
petroleum magnate. The tracts ac- 
quired by Mr. Doheny, from H. F. 
Collins and wife, are described as 
the northeast quarter of section 28, 
29-22; the east half of the north- | 
west quarter, the west half of the 
northwest quarter, and the south- 
west quarter of the same section; 
also the northeast quarter of the 
southeast quarter, and the south- 
east quarter of the northeast quar- 
ter of section 32, 29-22. 

These lands are situated three 
miles northeast of the Nacirema Oil 
Company’'e lease, and five miles east 
of where drilling is being carried on 
by the Standard Oil Company, the

"PHONE RATES UP. 


For Desk Instruments of Huntington 
Beach Company. 

„The Railroad Commission has 
sued an order authorizing the Hunt- 
ington Beach Company to charge 25 
cents a month in addition to its pres- 
ent rates for desk telephones. 

The company operates a telephone 
system at Huntington Beach, and has 
had a rule that those patrons who 
pay their monthly bills for local ex- 
change service on or before the tenth 
day of the month, shall be allowed a 
discount of 25 cents. The company 
has also been charging 25 cents a 
of portable or 
desk phones in addition to the rate 
for wall phones.

SWIFT CHANGE AT SEA. 

The demand for ships became ap- 
parent immediately folldwing the be- 
ginning of hostilities. With German 
and Austrian ships interned, scores 
of vessels requisitioned for the use 
of the British and French govern- 
ments and numerous craft sunk by 
mines and raiders, the price of steam 
tonnage advanced remarkably.

THRILLS WITH POWER. 


RECITAL OF THE POLISH PIANIST 
ATTRACTS 1HRONGS. 


: By Edwin Schallert. 
The miracle of a great artist's 
power over the public mind needed 
no finer demonstration than was ac- 


corded at the second recital of 
Paderewski last Saturday afternoon. 
Not only did every nook and corner 
of Trinity Auditorium hold some in- 
tent listener, but at least several 
hundred persons waited in vain for 
admittance. And were the Polish 
genius of the piano to appear for a 
taird time during his present visit 
here, there seems little doubt but 
that the concert hall would again 
be filled to overflowing. His name 
and his fame are something to con- 
jure with, even as the individuality of 
his art has something magical in its 
appeal. 

I have heard it said that the soul 
of Paderewski seems too great at 
times for the piano, and that this is 
the reason why he seems to break 
through the slender web of strings 
with the ardor of his power. Never 
has this seemed more evident than 
at the matinee recital. The pro- 

ramme was not as big in its tonal 
abric as the one given Tuesday eve- 
ning, but the famous pianist’s colors 


vastating strength and fire. His 
Beethoven “Appasionata” his Ballada 
in G minor, his Revolutionary etude, 
his Schumann “Fantasia” had in 
them the elements of unquenchable 
spirit that sends a shaft of startling 
energic intensity to the soul of the 
listener.
